* for hindering a Defcent : I even chofe the v 
* Place where the Enemy had propofed tank 
“and pofted fome Cavalry there: And befi 
“Idrew off two thirds of the Infantry whi 
* were in the Limes, to help to oppofe the De- 
* feent. But the Wind, which had been againft the 
* Enemy all Night, turned for them at Break of 
*'Day: Befides, "twas a very thick Fog, which 
* Kindered our feeing them till they were juft 


* upon us. 
rege forced to give
